Tactical atomic weapons are de­ 
signed for battlefield use, strategic 
for destroying vital city and in­ 
dustrial centers far from the fight­ 
ing fronts.

heads, could destroy entire cities 
without warning.

Supreme Court 
Upholds Collection 
Of '52 Truck Fees 


SPRINGFIELD rtPL-The Illinois 
Supreme Court today 
ruled the 
state Can go ahead with efforts 
to collect nearly six million dollars 
still cnved on 1952 truck license fee 
increases. 
The court found against Dale 
Lange, a Piatt county trucker, who 
had argued the state had no right 
to collect $957 from him for the 
1952 license fee increase. The court 
affirmed 
the judgment 
against 
Lange by the Sangamon 
County 
Circuit Court. 
The suit resulted from passage 
of the 1951 truck license law ef­ 
fective in 1952. Before the effective 
date of the law, it was found un­ 
constitutional 
by the Sangamon 
County Circuit Court and the sec­ 
retary of state was prevented by 
injunction from collecting the high­ 
er rates. 
Thus, 1952 licenses were issued 
at the old rates. 
Later, the new 
law was ruled constitutional by 
both the Illinois and U. S. Supreme 
Courts and the state moved to col­ 
lect the nearly 14 million dollars 
in unpaid license fee increases. 
Many truckers paid voluntarily, the 
attorney general went to court to 
seek judgment against the others. 
The attorney general’s office to­ 
day reported some six million dol­ 
lars is still unpaid on the 1952 fees.

Martin Expects 


Cut in Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON (UR)— House Re 
publican leaders claimed a good 
chance today of derailing a Demo­ 
cratic drive to boost farm support 
prices for 1956 crops to levels un­ 
acceptable to the administration. 
House GOP Leader Joseph W. 
Martin Jr. (Mass) said some of 
the big city Democrats who helped 
put a rigid high price support bill 
through the House by a 206-201 
vote last year will not dare support 
such legislation now because it is 
an election year. He noted that a 
switch of three votes would be 
enough to reverse the decision. 
Therefore, Martin said, he be­ 
lieves that Republicans will suc­ 
ceed in a last-minute counterattack 
to revamp a final compromise farm 
bill into a form acceptable to the 
President 
The House must act on farm 
legislation again because the Sen­ 
ate did not accept its bill of last 
year. 
Instead of approving rigid 
90 per cent supports outright as 
the House did, the Senate contin­ 
ued the administration’s flexible 
Erice support program in principle 
ut through various other legisla­ 
tive gimmicks raised supports on 
corn, cotton and wheat to near the 
90 per cent level. 
The administration opposes both 
bills. 


in Tuesday’s presidential primary 
in Minnesota. He lost to the under­ 
dog, Sen. Estes Kefauver of Ten­ 
nessee. 
This reaction was evident among 
that wide segment of party profes-11 
sionals who favored Stevenson or 
at least considered him more ac­ 
ceptable than Kefauver.

Six Names Mentioned 
The names being tossed around 
included:

There was no evidence yet of 
an organized stop-Kefauver move­ 
ment nut one can be expected if 
Stevenson fails to get up off the 
ground. 
Kefauver is out of favor with 
many southern Democrats because 
they regard him as a southerner 
who has turned against them. And 
he is unpopular with many Demo­ 
cratic professionals because he cam­ 
paigned against the “bosses” four1 
years ago, when he lost the nomi­ 
nation to Stevenson, and is doing 
the same again. 
To “Work Harder” 
Stevenson responded to his de­ 
feat by declaring his intention to 
“work harder than ever” for the 
nomination. 
He must slug if he 
expects to reverse the result in 
Minnesota, where the backing of 
the state organization seemed to 
stack the cards in his favor. 
Kefauver flew from Minnesota 
Wednesday to the far west. After 
stops in Montana and Washington, 
he was headed for California for 
more campaigning. 
He hopes to 
knock out Stevenson in the June 
5 California primary in which 
delegate votes are at stake.

Hit Southwest

A spring thaw melted the East’s 
blizzard 
snows today, 
but new 
storms rolled out of the Southwest. 
The east Texas coast was raked 
by howling thunderstorms and at 
least three tornadoes Wednesday. 
The rains moved eastward today, 
stretching from Arkansas 
and 
Louisiana to Michigan and north­ 
ern Illinois. 
Along the Atlantic seaboard, it 
was still chilly for the second full 
day of spring. But the tempera­ 
ture got above freezing and began 
to melt away the mounds of snow 
stacked up from Pennsylvania to 
Maine. 
In Texas, farmers in the lush 
lower Rio Grande Valley reported 
the worst hail storm in years. 
Hail stones the size of golf balls 
pounded cantaloupe crops, dented 
cars, and smashed 250 windows 
in 
the Rio 
Hondo 
elementary 
school alone. 
Unofficial gauges 
measured four and a half inches 
of rain in the valley. 
The tornadoes 
struck farther 
north. Three funnels were sighted 
and one of them went skipping 
across open farm country

Temple,

outhouses, and other buildings. 
No one was injured, but Mr. and 
Mrs. O. C. Gossett had to jump 
into a hole being dug for a septic 
tank to escape the twister.

Ask Censure of 


Five Schools 


WASHINGTON W — A special 
committee of the American Asso­ 
ciation 
of University Professors 
has recommended the censure of 
five universities and colleges for 
allegedly violating academic free­ 
dom and tenure. 
This is the largest number of 
institutions to be recommended for 
censure by the association at one 
time. The institutions are the Uni­ 
versity of California, Ohio State 
University, 
Rutgers 
University, 
Temple University, and Jefferson 
Medical College of Philadelphia. 
In each of the schools faculty 
members have been dismissed for 
refusing to cooperate with congres-,, 
sional investigating committees or 
for pleading the Fifth Constitution­ 
al Amendment against 
possible 
self-incrimination when called be­ 
fore the committees. 
The s p e c i a l committee also 
strongly condemned the practice 
of forcing teachers and other citi­ 
zens to sw'ear they never have 
been Communists in order to get 
jobs. And it criticized the dismis­ 
sal of faculty members solely be­ 
cause of their invocation of the 
Fifth Amendment.

WASHINGTON (W-The adminis­ 
tration urged the Senate today to 
reject 
Democratic 
proposals to 
lower the social security benefit 
age for women and for disabled 
workers. 
Secretary Marion B. Folsom of 
the Health, Education and Welfare 
Department told the Senate Fi­ 
nance committee there is “no clear 
evidence that any overall merits” 
of the proposal would justify the 
25 per cent increase in social se­ 
curity payroll taxes needed to fi­ 
nance them. 
The lowered benefit age for wom­ 
en and disabled workers was the 
key feature of a Democratic-spon- 
sored social security bilL passed 
overwhelmingly by the House last 
summer. 
The 
measure 
would 
permit 
women to collect federal old age 
insurance benefits at 62 and totally 
disabled workers at 50 years of 
age. The present retirement bene­ 
fit age is 65. The House bill calls 
for a 1-2 per cent hike in social 
security taxes paid by both em­ 
ployers and employes.

rates would go up from 2 to 2 1-2 
per cent each on the first $4,200 
of a worker s annual salary.
